VY iLLiam G. ZETZMANN, recently elected president of International Trade Mart of New Orleans 
for the fifth time, is one of the region's most prominent citizens. A distinguished civic leader 
and world trade figure, Zetzmann was described in a “Saturday Evening Post’ article on New 
Orleans’ international program as being the initial force behind both International House and 
International Trade Mart. Virginius Dabney, editor of the Richmond (Va.) "Times-Dispatch," 
who wrote the article, said: 

"It was in April, 1943, that William Zetzmann, a soft-drink bottler with a list of civic jobs a 
foot long, sent out letters to 63 leading New Orleans businessmen and industrialists, inviting them 
to a meeting to discuss the International House idea, and telling them not to come if they 
weren't willing to loosen up their purse strings. Mr. Zetzmann and Rudolph Hecht agreed that if

Why not, too, a show- 
case for goods?—a “trade mart” where 
consulates, trade missions, steamship of- 
fices, the U. S. Passport Agency, freight 
forwarders, import-export firms and tour- 
ist bureaus could not only maintain work- 
ing offices but could display products, 
maps, models and could invite inquiries 
from the thousands upon thousands of 
tourists, business visitors and travelers 
that pass to and fro through New Orleans 
each year? Why not indeed? 

Some hoped but a few calculated. Ten 
years have proved those caiculations— 
and those civic hopes for a “good thing” 
—to have been right. 

In 1945 the port of New Orleans 
reached what was then its all-time peak 
of $683,800,000 worth of imports and ex- 
ports, with military shipments accounting 
for a large share of the total. By 1951, 
only six years later, this total had been 
almost trebled, and the aggregate value 
of shipments through the port had climbed 
to within a few dollars of $1,700,000,000.

10 SOLID YEARS—Continued 
off had been expected? (And what had 
the Korean War and more military ship 
ments to do with this climb, as well?) 
There is little that can be actually traced 
to ITM, just as there is little that can be 
traced to the Cotton Exchange, Interna- 
tional House, the Port Commission, the 
Board of Trade, the annual Mississippi 
Valley World Trade Conference, and so 
on. But that these organizations, working 
in concord to stimulate interest in our 
port through an interwoven program of 
helpfulness toward the trader, foreign and 
domestic, contributed vitally to the up- 
surge of dollar volume there can be ab- 
solutely no doubt. Take the year 1951 as 
a new basis and move forward to the 
1957 dollar-volume total—long after the 
Korean War, please note—and we have 
an even more startling comparison. In 
1957, the peak year of New Orleans’ long 
history as a trading port, we enjoyed a 
dollar total of $1,935,000,000! 

Convinced that ITM was an important 
factor in the unprecedented rise in ship 
ping through the port, and with an ea: 
toward the growing industrialization of 
the lower Mississippi Valley and an eye 
toward the European Common Market, 
the officers and directors decided to sel! 
our pilot plant and put up a larger build 
ing. 

We had beyond any doubt outgrown ou: 
test tube. 

Only a few weeks ago ITM took an op 
tion on two blocks—squares, as we say 
in New Orleans—of land at the foot of 
Canal Street, a stone’s throw from the 
mighty Mississippi. In a sense we are 
moving back toward that which in the 
beginning created our city. 

Our problem all along has been one of 
space. The Trade Mart building was too 
small for the fairs and grand exhibits, the 
showrooms and demonstration sheds, that 
were needed to fulfill our promise. We 
shall have them in the new building. 

Recession? Well, things are tight now 
and a reduction is underway in many in- 
dustries and firms. But we dared once 
and we hope—we calculate—that a sec 
ond dare has even more chance of suc- 
cess. 

As our plans solidify, and as the date 
of our tenth successful year of operation 
approaches, two factors hover overhead 
that, to me, are more serious than the 
drop in business here in the States. I re 
fer now to the Soviets’ announced trade 
offensive and to the danger in which the

NEW BRAZILIAN TAX ON FREIGHT

Subparagraphs (a) and (b) of paragraph 1821 provide for the free entry 
sample to be used in the United States only for soliciting orders for products o 
countries if its value does not exceed $1.”

TUNA FISH—Report on an investigation of tuna fish made in response to a resolu- 
tion of the Committee on Finance of the Senate adopted August 20, 1957. The investiga- 
tion was made pursuant to section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and was 
similar in scope to a previous investigation made by the Commission in response to a 
resolution of the Committee adopted June 26, 1952 

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” REPORT ON LEAD AND ZINC—Submitted to the President its 
report on “escape clause” Investigation No. 65, conducted under section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extensior Act of 1951, as amended, with respect to unmanufactured lead 
articles provided for in paragraphs 391 and 392 (except Babbitt metal, solder, lead in 
sheets, pipe, shot, glaziers’ lead, and lead wire), and unmanufactured zinc articles pro- 
vided for in paragraphs 393 and 394 (except zinc dust and zine in sheets), of the Tariff 
Act of 1930 Unmanufactured lead and zine are currently dutiable at reduced rates as a 
result of concessions granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

The Commission unanimously found that unmanufactured lead and zinc are being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities as to cause serious injury 
to the domestic industries producing like or directly competitive products. The six mem- 
bers of the Commission divided evenly on the remedy that is necessary, and each group 
of three issued a separate statement in support of its finding of serious injury and its 
recommendations for remedying that injury 

Commissioners Brossard, Talbot, and Schreiber recommend the application of the 
maximum permissible rates of duty, as well as quantitative restrictions, on imports of 
unmanufactured lead and zine The increased duties they recommend are as follows: 
On lead-bearing ore 1-4/5 cents per pound on the lead content; on lead pigs and bars, 
2-11/20 cents per pound on the lead content; on zinc-bearing ores, 1-4/5 cents per pound 
on the zinc content; and on zine blocks, pigs, or slabs, 2-1/10 cents per pound The annual 
quota limitation they recommend for unmanufactured lead is 221,700 short tons (of lead 
content), and for unmanufactured zinc is 325,600 short tons (zinc content of ores and gross 
weight of imports of unmanufactured zine in other forms) The quantitative restrictions 
would not apply to imports for Government stockpiles or to duty-free imports for export 
after being smelted and refined 





Commissioners Sutton, Jones, and Dowling recommend the reimposition of the rates 
of duty originally imposed by the Tariff Act of 1930, and they oppose quota limitations of 
any kind The increased duties that they recommend are as follows On lead-bearing 
ores, 1-1/2 cents per pound on the lead content; on lead pigs and bars, 2-1/8 cents per 
pound on the lead content; on zinc-bearing ores, 1-1/2 cents per pound on the zinc content; 


and on zinc blocks, pigs, or slabs, 1-3/4 cents per pound

they got $50,000 at the meeting, it would be a success. They got $250,000, and this grew to 
$600,000 within one year. Zetzmann was made the first president of International house, in 
addition to all his other posts. 

Dabney pointed out that Zetzmann and other organizers of IH did not ask for one cent 
of Federal money, “although they could almost certainly have obtained large sums . . . Everybody 
was getting it, at the period, and the RFC or some other agency doubtless would have been a 
soft touch.” 

The same financial policy was applied to International Trade Mart when it was founded 
soon after, the institution being described by Theodore Brent, its first president, as “the 
only merchandising center in the United States dedicated to export-import marketing, and the 
only institution of its type in the country operated on a non-profit regional basis. Zetsmann be- 
came president of ITM on the death of Brent in 1953 and has served continuously since then. 

In addition to his unsalaried, time-consuming office as president of New Orleans’ world- 
famous import-export institution, Zetzmann is a member of the board of directors of International 
House, a “life member" of the Mississippi Valley Assn., an executive member of the Mississippi 
Valley World Trade Council, chairman of the Transportation Advisory Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the New Orleans Area, and chairman of the New Orleans Railroad Terminal 
Board. He has the unusual distinction also of having served as chairman of the Board of Public 
Works of the State of Louisiana under four governors. He was appointed to the important public 
works post, which he still holds, by Gov. Sam Jones in 1941. Zetzmann was recently reelected 
treasurer of the National Rivers and Harbors Conaress. 

His honors are numerous as his past offices. He was awarded the “Times-Picayune's" loving cup 
for unselfish cvic service and the first Cunningham award for promotion of better international 
relations. In 1953 the Sales Executive Council presented him with its Community Star Sales 
Award. He is a past potentate of Jerusalem Temple, A.A.O.N.MS., as well as a past president 
of the Southeast Shrine Assn. He is an honorary member of Omicron Delta Kappa and Beta Gamma 
Sigma of Tulane University. 

Zetzmann is a past president of International House, of the New Orleans Association of 
Commerce, of the Kiwanis Club of New Orleans, of the Young Men's Business Club of the New 
Orleans Community Chest, of the New Orleans Better Business Bureau and of the Tulane Sidelines 
Club. He has headed the Orleans Parish Chapter of the Infantile Paralysis Assn. and has served 
on the Audubon Park Commission, New Orleans Symphony, New Orleans Spring Fiesta and the 
New Orleans Council, Boy Scouts of America. He has headed many fund-raising drives, such 
as the Community Chest. During World War II, he was active in civilian morale effort. 

His business interests are "Chairman of the board, Zetz 7-Up Bottling Co., Inc.; chairman of 
the board, Beacon Realty & Investment Co.; chairman of the board, Tideland Life Insurance Co.:

When it was first 
proposed by Cordell Hull in 1934, it was 
a bold step—a pioneering effort to dem- 
onstrate in a practical manner that every- 
one is better off by exchanging goods than 
by trying to be self-sufficient. 

“Today Reciprocal Trade is a tried and 
proven program. Under it, exports of the 
United States have leaped from $2.1 bil 
lion in 1934 to $19.5 billion in 1957; and 
our imports have grown from $1.6 billion 
to $13.5 billion. 

“In other words, our exports today are 
more than nine times what they were in 
1934 and our imports are eight times 
greater.”
